heaittoappcarforCod, fortiisChrlft, for Reformation, Juftice, and Righteoufnefs, 
for the Caufc of Truth, and for the good People ofthcfe Nations, tinder fo much re- 
proachandfufferings, whofeLivei, Eftatcs, Liberties, and Polkrities are rcadytobe 
raade a Prey by the ctueJIeft and worft of men (ft'ho in the Properties of thei r natures arc 
bc3fts).ngainft popery, Prelacy. Comraon- prayer. Organs, Superttitions, falfe, pro-- 
phane forms olWorfhip. Idolatrous, Ceremonial, Typical, Antichriftian fliadows 
and vanities, fuch as is Mrplicci, Lawn Skcvcs, Hoods, Tippets, and fuch wboriHi

That the widcTTJ htari migh ftngfo*joj ^ and the mournful complaints of widows and 
fathctiefsmlphtbeturnediato fongs, andthclrtcars intojoy: that allabufesandop- 
preflions in the cafes o f Creditors and Debtors m ight beduly reformed, withrelpedto 
Juftice and Mercy : That a conftant incorroptcd courfe of Juflicc might freely run down 
to all; tbautiSfrminlir nnr hf piinill'iCil withdpfttti- but that rellitution be made ac- 
cording to the Law, and [IieMalefaftor fold, or made to workout his redemption in 
fome houfe of Correftion, which in few years wcuJd make us fewer Thieves then a thou- 
fandOallowfcs ; but th at man-ilcaicrs be puniHicd with _dcjili: That all the poor erf" 
the Land might be fct to work, and wc might have no b'cggars : That aduereguLition 
be made with refped to the Natives , in the Manufadure and Tradcof theCommon- 
wcaith; That there be no tranfporting oX-I earhiT nnwronght , .£ulleiiJi3ri^' , or 
other Commodities that may fpoil the Manufatfturc of the Land, andimpoverifli the 
poor Tradcfman : That Timber be prefcrvcd and incrcafed: And whatfocver can be 
named of a common or publick good, we mean by the Kingdome of Chrift , in the Go- 
vernment of the Common-wealth , and every good thing will be the fruic of it , the 
which we cannot have without it, no more then men fow Fetches and reap Wheat. And 
iUtnzMomllcur ZanayitLiheriKcrcttfe, andourfruits will not be blatUd , or hurc by 
wet or dry fcafons, Pjal.
